The prospect is that the fair for 1906 
will be held under the auspices of the 
city. The Industrial Exhibition Assoc- 


iation as an association for the purpose

To en- 
sure the continuance of the exhibition 
the council at a recent session leased 
ihe grounds for the present year. At
